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The following compilation of financial assistance that is avail- 
able in the United States and Canada to the graduate medical 
student has been brought up to date as far as possible by being 
referred to the institutions concerned or by the use of the latest 
available printed sources. However, figures of this kind, even 
in late catalogues and reports, are so often reprinted from older 
sources that it is impossible to be absolutely sure about the ex- 
actness at the date of publication of such items as “present 
amount,” or reported annual income. But it is hoped that the 
information in each case is sufficient to indicate to a prospec- 
tive applicant whether the Fellowship or fund in question will 
be of use to him, and whether it is worth while for him to 
make further inquiries about it at the source. 


For convenience the items have been arranged by subject 
even to the extent of repeating under each medical classification 
the name and source of funds available for more than one pur- 
pose, although the details are given only the first time that the 
item appears. The only exceptions to this are the large funds 
that include by name a great many possible studies, as for in- 
stance, the University of Minnesota and the Mayo Foundation. 
Such funds appear only once, under “General Medicine.” 

Under each main heading are given first Fellowships, then 
funds for the general support of similar studies, then prizes, 
medals, lectureships, etc. The figures along the right-hand 
margin of each page refer to annual amounts only, unless there 
is a specific statement to the contrary.

The Commonwealth Fund, a philanthropic foundation existing since 1918 
and supported by gifts from the late Mrs. Stephen V. Harkness, has estab- 
lished for British graduate students a number of Fellowships tenable at 
American Universities. Fellowships are tenable for two years, but a few 
may at the discretion of the Directors be extended for a third year. 
Candidates must be of British descent and be domiciled in England, Scot- 
land, Wales or Ireland, or be from the British Dominions. The former 
must be graduates of recognized universities in the British Isles, and the 
latter must have studied in such universities, but need not necessarily have 
graduated at them. A new group of candidates has been added to these 
in persons of British descent who hold an appointment under the British 
Government, or the Government of India, or the Government of a British 
Dominion, Colony, Protectorate or Mandated Territory, and a separate 
memorandum may be obtained from the Secretary as to the conditions of 
tenure and emoluments of Fellows in this category. 

The Committee of Award are prepared to consider applications from two 
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classes of candidates; first, those who have engaged in higher study or re- 
search subsequent to graduation, and are in a position to submit evidence 
that they are fitted to pursue higher study or to conduct original work in 
some branch of learning in an American University, and second, candidates 
who have distinguished themselves during their undergraduate career and 
desire to extend their studies in an American university. The Committee 
will consider only those candidates who are prepared to give a promise that 
on the expiration of their Fellowships they will return to Great Britain or 
some other part of the British Empire. 

There is no fixed stipend, but it is estimated that the cost to the Common- 
wealth Fund of each Fellowship is about six hundred pounds a year. This 
includes an equipment allowance, travel allowance, tuition and laboratory 
fees, two or three weeks’ travel during the Christmas recess, three months’ 
travel at the end of the first academic year, and $150 a month, paid quar- 
terly, for living expenses for 24 months from the date of sailing from Eng- 
land. Fellowships are vacated by marriage. 

The Commonwealth Fund Fellowships are not tenable with a Fellowship 
from any other Foundation established for a similar purpose in the United 
States. Speaking generally, no limitation is imposed on the subject of study 
to be undertaken by the Fellow during the tenure of Fellowship. In the 
particular case of candidates in medicine, however, while research in the 
scientific aspects of medicine will be regarded as within the scheme, purely 
clinical studies are excluded.

The Fellowships are intended for men and women of high intellectual and 
personal qualifications who have already demonstrated unusual capacity for 
productive scholarship or unusual artistic talent. They are open to men and 
women, and to married or unmarried candidates. The trustees prescribe 
no age limits, but the appointees must be old enough to have shown decided 
ability in their particular subject. It is expected that ordinarily they will 
not be younger than 25 and not older than 35 years. The Fellowships will 
be open to citizens, or in exceptional cases, to permanent residents who are 
Not citizens, of the United States, irrespective of race, color or creed. 

The stipend will in the normal case not exceed $2,500, for a year of twelve 
months. The tenure of Fellowships will be adjusted to the purpose and 
scope of the studies of each individual. Appointments will be made ordi- 
narily for one year, but plans which involve two or three years’ study will 
be considered by the Trustees. In special cases the Trustees will grant Fel- 
lowships for shorter terms with appropriate stipends. Members of the teach- 
ing profession who have received sabbatical leave on full or part salary will 
be considered on equal terms with other candidates. 

The widest possible liberty will be given to Fellows in carrying out their 
work. Fellowships are not restricted to candidates interested in any particu- 
lar field of knowledge, nor are they confined to academic or artistic sub- 
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jects. They are open as well to candidates interested in the working of 
foreign systems of government, in the study of agricultural, social or busi- 
ness conditions, or in productive scholarship in the fields of the various 
learned professions—the only proviso being that in each case the candidates 
should look forward to making the results of their study available to the 
public and not merely to the utilization of them for their own private suc- 
cess. Applications for Fellowships should be made in writing to the Secre- 
tary, on or before January 1, by the candidates themselves in the form 
prescribed.

Graduate Work in Medicine 


In the fall of 1914, the University of Minnesota began graduate work in 
various fields of medicine and surgery in addition to that already offered 
for some time in the laboratory branches. The conditions laid down for 
this work as regards admission, residence, thesis, and examinations were 
those already applied by the Graduate School in approving all candidates 
for graduate degrees. 

The training of medical graduates for special work in pathology, clinical 
medicine, and surgery by means of internships, residences, and assistant- 
ships had been developed in the Mayo Clinic at Rochester, until in 1912 
definite three-year services in these subjects for graduates in medicine, who 
had previously had one year’s internship in a general hospital; were pro- 
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vided. These services were designated “Fellowships,” a term intended to 
cover internships, assistantships, residencies, and so forth. The University 
of Minnesota and the Mayo Foundation for Medical Education and Research 
entered into an agreement, by the terms of which the funds and income of 
the Mayo Foundation for Medical Education and Research are devoted, 
under the direction of the regents of the University of Minnesota, to the 
promotion of graduate work in medicine and to research in this field, and 
later the funds and income of the Mayo Foundation were transferred en- 
tirely to the regents of the University. 

Fellowships and Scholarships 
Teaching Fellowships in the Medical School are now established as fol- 
lows: in surgery, 3; in internal medicine, 4; in obstetrics, 4; in ophthal- 
mology and otolaryngology, 2; in radiology, 2; in mental and nervous dis- 
eases, 2; and in pediatrics, 1. These include Fellowships in the Minneapolis 
General Hospital. Fellowships are also available in the University Health 
Servicc. They carry a stipend of $800 the first year, $900 the second, and 
$1,000 the third. These teaching Fellows are required to devote their entire 
time (excepting an annual vacation of three weeks) to graduate work, in- 
cluding a small amount of teaching. Similar teaching Fellowships have 
been established in the fundamental laboratory department of the Medical 
School as follows: in anatomy (including histology and embryology), 6; 
in physiology and physiological chemistry, 3; in pathology, 3; in bacteri- 
ology, 2; and in pharmacology, 1. These Fellowships carry a stipend of 
$900 the first year, $1,200 the second, and $1,500 the third year. In some 
cases the Fellowships are for the school year only (September to June), with 
proportionately smaller stipend. They require a small amount of teaching, 
the remainder of the time being devoted to graduate work leading to ad- 
vanced degrees. 
In addition, there are at Minneapolis 5 scholarships without stipend, car- 
rying free tuition with opportunity for graduate study in any of the clin- 
ical departments. The attention of prospective medical graduate students 
is also called to the Shevlin Fellowship in medicine yielding $500 and tui- 
tion. This Fellowship permits work in any department of medicine, pref- 
erence being given to the laboratory sciences. Applications should be in the 
hands of the Dean of the Graduate School before March 1. 
The Mayo Foundation carries the following basic and clinical Fellowships: 
in clinical and experimental surgery, 125; in orthopedical surgery, 6; in 
ophthalmology, 4; in rhinology and otolaryngology, 12; in obstetrics, 4; 
in proctology, 3; in dental surgery, 6; in clinical and experimental medi- 
cine, 75; in neurology, 4; in dermatology, 8; in urology, 12; in pediatrics, 8; 
in roentgenology, 4; in pathology, 10; in bacteriology, 2; in chemistry, 2; 
in physics, 4. The Fellowships in clinical branches pay $800 the first year, 
$900 the second year, and $1,000 the third year. The Fellowships in pre- 
clinical branches pay $900 the first year, $1,200 the second year, and $1,500 
the third year. They require full time with an annual vacation of two 
weeks. During residence in a hospital $25 per month is deducted from 
the stipend for board and room. 
In addition, the Mayo Foundation offers a limited number of Fellowships 
in clinical investigation. These Fellowships are specially planned for stu- 
dents who wish to utilize in teaching, research, or practice the advantages 
derived from thorough study of problems involving prolonged work in pre- 
clinical sciences. Fellows may spend one, two, or more years in laboratories 
of the fundamental departments. During this time they may devote their 
efforts to any type of problem with or without clinical bearing. 
The stipends for these Fellowships are the same as for those in the basic 
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medical sciences while the Fellow is at work in those fields and the same 
as those in clinical fields while the Fellow is at work in those fields. 
Nominations for Fellowships of the Mayo Foundation are made each quar- 
ter, beginning with October 1, for residence to begin three to six months later 
or as vacancies occur. Each applicant is notified of his nomination imme- 
diately after it is made and his acceptance or rejection thereof requested. 
In the Medical School appointments are made as vacancies occur. 

The Miller Hospital Clinic, St. Paul, supports four clinical Fellowships, one 
each in surgery, medicine, ophthalmology and otolaryngology, and obstet- 
rics and gynecology. A clinical Fellowship in tuberculosis is provided at the 
Pokegama Sanatorium. Appointments are made as vacancies occur. Apply 
through the Graduate School. 

All appointments are made for one year and are renewable annually for a 
period of three years upon the basis of satisfactory progress in the work 
pursued. Requests for blanks for application for Fellowships and scholar- 
ships should be addressed to the Dean of the Graduate School, University 
of Minnesota, Minneapolis, Minnesota, or to the director of the Mayo Foun- 
dation, Rochester, Minnesota. 


Assistantships 


A few qualified assistants, such as traveling Fellows from other universi- 
ties, officers of the medical corps of the United States Army, Navy, or Pub- 
lic Health Service, et al., designated as special students and not candidates 
for degrees, may be accepted at Rochester in laboratory and clinical branches 
for short periods. The number is necessarily limited in order not to inter- 
fere with the work of the resident Fellows. Correspondence concerning this 
work should be directed to the director of the Mayo Foundation, Rochester, 
Minnesota. Several of the departments in the Medical School (including 
Anatomy, Physiology, and Pathology) have paid assistantships which may 
furnish means of self-support while the holder is pursuing graduate work. 
For further information, address the Dean of the Medical School. 


NATIONAL RESEARCH COUNCIL

Medical Fellowships $1,800-$2,300 


Fellowships in all branches of medicine, both preventive and curative, open 
to citizens of both sexes of the United States and Canada. At present, how- 
ever, candidates will be favored who express intention of following a career 
in one of the preclinical sciences or of approaching clinical medicine and 
surgery through a discipline in one of these sciences. Fellows are expected 
to devote their entire time to research, except that they may, with permis- 
sion of the Board, attend incidentally advanced courses of study. The grants 
to Fellows shall be determined by the Medical Fellowship Board in each 
case. The normal minimum initial amount is $1,800 for unmarried and 
$2,300 for married Fellows. The actual allowance will depend upon the 
past record of the applicant in scientific work, the family obligations which 
he carries, and the cost of living in the location chosen for study. 
Fellowships are allotted at stated meetings of the Board held in April and 
September, and applictions to receive consideration at these meetings must 
be filed on or before March 1 and August 1, respectively. Fellowships may 
begin at any time and are granted for twelve months, with an allowance of 
six weeks for vacation. At the end of the year the Board may renew the 
Fellowship on request and may increase the grant; but grants will be in- 
creased only at the beginning of a new Fellowship year. 

A sum of $250,000 for the period from January, 1928, to December, 1932, 
has been pledged by the Rockefeller Foundation for the establishment under 
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the Division of Medical Sciences of a series of post-doctorate research 
Fellowships in medicine. The administration of these Fellowships has been 
placed in the hands of a Medical Fellowships Board appointed by the Ex- 
ecutive Board of the National Research Council. 

Fellowships are awarded to individuals who have demonstrated a high 
order of ability in research and who have received the Ph.D. or M.D. de- 
gree or equivalent training.
